My appeal is 
to all—to the business man, to the 
w age-eam er, to the professional man. 
to the em ploy ers, to the employ ee, to 
th e farm er, to th e m anufacturer, to 
every citizen w herever he m ay he, 
w hatever vocation he may follow, and 
w hatever his conviction 
1 would that 
my appeal he accepted as a personal 
one 
to 
each 
of 
my 
fellow-cltizens 
th roughout the state. 
T w ant th a t the 
responsibility of decision shall rest 
upon each of y ou individually , and I 
would, if I could, so rivet that respon­ 
sibility to y our conscience that y ou 
m ust needs carry it with y ou until y ou 
stand in tty ? isolation of the election 
booth in November. 
I w ant that y ou strip y our mind of 
partisan bias: I want passion stilled: 
personality forgotten; 
and criticism 
hushed, that y ou may hear and that 
y ou m ay consider in sober candor and 
w ith thoughtful care what I here pre 
sent. 
I w ant th at this be done because 
I have a profound conviction if it he 
done, that my cause will win its way 
to y our h earts and to y our consciences 
and appeal to the nobler na ture that 
lies In each of y ou 
A General Review. 
G overnor Hanly review ed the cir 
c um stances leading up to the appoint­ 
m ent of an investigating com m ittee 
the discovery of the defalcation of 
A uditor Sherrick. and the m isappropri 
ation of funds by S ecretary of State 
Storm s and their removal from office, 
and a fter devoting some tim e to the 
subjects of private banking, the work 
of the tax commission, the advocacy 
of a two cent p*c senger fare, and the 
elim ination of free passes to public 
officers, the governor turned his ntten 
tion to the pc 
lit prudent m anage 
m ent of the several state institutions, 
which h ' reviewed at length and made 
a plea for the necessary additional 
appropriations for the completion of 
the new epileptic village 
The gov­ 
ernor advocated the enactm ent of a 
law 
securing to the township, city , 
country and sta te th e Interest accru­ 
ing on all deposits of public funds 
He defended the Moore am endm ent 
to the Nicholson law. and said that 
the adm inistration stood for its m ain­ 
tenance. 
He discussed the stand of 
the adm inistration in favor of law en­ 
forcem ent. and said that no legal bus 
iness lawfully conducted had been dls 
turbed by any act of the adm inistra ­ 
tion. 
In conclusion he said: 
I have sought to present fn such 
detail as the occasion has perm itted 
a som ew hat com prehensive review of 
th e work, policies and purposes of 
th e state adm inistration. 
To this y ou 
have been kind and patient enough 
to listen. 
Now. let us sum up. 
I hold 
th e se things to its credit: 
It has created and organized the 
S tate 
R ailroad 
com m ission, 
whose 
w ork has been of great value to the 
public. 
It has enacted a private bank 
ing law in which the right of the sta te 
to super vis * and ex am ine state banks 
Is asserted, and which has been up 
held by judicial decision. 
It has obtained a just and fair in 
crease in valuation of corporate prop­ 
erty by the sta te tax board. 
It has given the state a remon 
s trance 
law 
w hich 
recognizes 
th« 
right of a m ajority of the voters of i 
tow nship 
or 
w ard 
to 
rem onstrati 
against the retail liquor traffic, making 
a successful rem onstrance good for 
tw o y ears. 
It has restored and m aintained un­ 
der try ing and delicate circum stances

•sted in the a tte m pt on the j a r t of 
traction officials of oth e r Staten, whom* 
lines are engaged in inte rsta te c om ­ 
merce, to induce the Inte rsta te C om ­ 
merce C om m ission to assum e jur is dic ­ 
tion over them . 
If the governm ent 
becomes general 
am ong 
inte rurb a u 
men to have th e ir lines included w ith in 
the provisions of the new rate law , 
tra c tion m en of th is S ta te w ill do 
w hat they can tow ard a iding iu bring 
ing a b out recog nition by th e I nte r ­ 
state C om m erce Com m issioners. 
T he object of electric line m en 
in 
desiring to b ring th e ir properties un­ 
der the jurisdic tion of th e com m ission 
is to secure the benefit, of Section 5 
of th e law . w h ich proh ib its com m on 
•arriers from disc rim ina ting iu th e ir 
rates and charges betw een th e ir con 
Ducting lines. 
T he electric lines are 
‘h a rg ing th a t steam roads are unlaw 
fully refusing to m ake th roug h rates 
in c onjunc tion w ith them , sim ila r to 
those they m ak e w ith oth e r steam lines. 
It is even charg ed th a t the passenger 
association* have adopted resolution» ’ 
forbidding any of th e ir m em bers from 
m aking th roug h fre ig h t or passcuger 
rates w ith the electric lines as a r a il­ 
road and a com m on carrier, and are 
not e ntitle d to the benefits of the new 
law. 
T he C hicago & M ilw aukee electric 
railroad has tak en th e first step tow ard 
having this question settled, by filing 
w ith the Inte rsta te C om m ission copies 
if its tariff, the first over filed by an 
electric line 
T h is action w ill be f ol­ 
lowed by an a pplication to one ot the 
steam lines to join it in m ak ing a 
th roug h rate. 
If the steam road r e ­ 
fuses the electric line w ill m ake appeal 
to he com m ission. 
T he tracion m en of 
India na have 
long desired th a t an a rra ng e m e nt be 
made w hereby th e steam roads w ould 
interch ange business 
w ith 
electric 
lines. 
It w ould la* a great boon to 
them an*l to th e tra ve ling public. 
T he 
steam roads have consistently refused, 
how ever, to recognize the tractions, 
know ing probably , th a t the low fares 
'b a rg e d by the electric lines w ould r e ­ 
m it in a rate reduction, anti th a t the 
plan w ould gi^e c e rta in r oat is e ntry in 
to te rritory now controlled by other 
lines 
• 
W ith a re duction of the ra te of fare 
to a flat 2 c e nt basis by the steam 
roads, as is ex pected to come w ith in a 
few m onths, the m ain objection now 
held by th e steam r oat is a g ainst an in 
terchange of 
business w ith electric 
Lines, nam ely , 
th a t 
a c ut in fares 
w ould follow , 
w ould 
probably 
be 
elim inated. 
T here are several tra c tion lines in 
Indiana doing an inte rsta te business, 
nam ely the D a y ton & W estern, the
